To the inhabitants of Center Harbor qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
town, onthe second Tuesday of Marci:.next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1 To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 
2 To choose three selectmen for the ensuing year. 


3 Tochoose all other town officers. 

4 To see if the town will vote to elect one or more road 
agents, not exceeding three, or instruct the Seléctmen to ap— 
point an expert highway agent. 

5 To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for current expenses. 

6  Tosee how much money the town will vote to raise to © 
repair highways and bridges. . 

7 To see if the town will vote to raise money to defray 
expenses of Memorial Day, and if so, how much. 

8 To see ifthe town will vote to raise money to defray 
expenses of electric lights in Center Harbor Village and if so, 
how much.

9 Tosee if the town will vote to accept State aid for im- 
provement of highways and raise money for same and if so, 
how much 

10 To see if the town will choose an agent to care for the 
fountain at Center Harbor Village. 

11 To see if the town will choose an agent to care for the 
cemetery on Center Harbor hill. 

12 Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
or Road Agents to either buy or hire a team to be used on the 
road machine for spring work. 

13 To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money for town purposes. 

14 To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of five 
hundred dollars for repair of highway leading from Town 
House to Waukewan Bridge. 

15 To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of two 
hundred dollars for repair of highway leading from Hawkins’ 
Bridge to Piper Hill. 

16 To seeif the town will vote to raise the sum of fifty 
dollars for ladders and equipment of Fire Station.

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Report of School Board 


To the Citizens of Center Harbor: 

Your School Board has given careful attention tothe 
complex and important duties of their office, and have en- 
deavored to meet the reasonable expectations of the Public, 
within the limitations of the Law, and mearis at their dis- 
posal. 

While this is not the closing of the School year, it is 
my pleasure, as Chairmati, in behalf of the Board, to sub- 
mit to the Public, a History of the School life of Center Har- 
bor for the last year and note tharked changes. 

Our teachers have been of the progressive type, and we 
believe they have exercised their best diligence for the interests 
of the pupils, and their work has been such as to merit the ap- 
proval of all. 

There has been an entire absence of friction in the School 
work, which so often mars, and impairs progress; and for the 
most part, hartiony has prevailed in the schools, and as we be- 
lieve, with good results. 

It was with regret that some of our teachers, who have: 
taught many terms in Ceriter Harbor, were not candidates 
for re-election. Permanent teachers come to know the pe- 
culiar needs of the people and acquire skill in their work, 
while frequent changing (most invariably) impairs a school 
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progress, for a time at least. Frequent change of teachers 
should be avoided as far as possible, as a competent teach- 
er’s efficiency must necessarily increase as she becomes fa- 
miliar with the conditions among which she is working. 


In this new era in which we are living, and with the 
advanced prices on all lines pertaining to school maintenance, 
as well as upon other lines, necessarily make the standards 
we aim to reach high, and cost heavily. But it would 
seem the opportunities and uplift, are worth the price. 


The finished products make it possible to enter any 
high school, and it is all free for the asking, to the child 
who is willing to seek for it. | 

The esprit de corps of the system in all its individual 
parts is commendable, and appreciated by those in authority. 

Plans are under consideration for the inauguration of 
a Graduation Day at the close of the spring term. The 
child who does not look forward to promotion is an ex- 
ception; we believe it would awaken a desire to accomplish 
something worth while—to complete the course of study, 
and to achieve the honors of graduation, and stimulate them 
to enter high school. 

We believe that if a system of school records with pro- 
motion features could be established, it would go far in in- 
spiring the application of the pupils to their work. | 

We believe that the maintenance of such new features 
and the preparation of examinations, would accomplish 
something in sustaining the work of the teachers and indnce 
the pupils to attain their greatest possibilities. Such features 
would be the great feature of the system—the gala day—to 
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which all pupils should look forward to with an aspiration 


for becoming a part thereof. ; 


Examinations make extra work, yet they are the means 
of stimulating the children to learning lessons thoroughly; 
they are the stepping stones by which the scholars pass on 
to complete accomplishment—and spur them on to acquire the 
ability to enter high school. They promote accuracy and inten- 
sify application, and are the means by which the standards of 
the work are to be accomplished. 


. And as education is the pathway to higher life and be- 
coming more—instead of less—valuable with the lapse of 
time, we would urge the parents to send their children to 
high school; let them have the companionship and broader 
mode of study they find there, which is so essentially neces- 
sary to cope with the onward rush of civilization, and to 
meet the demands of the great chain of industriese, new 
enterprises and developments, which is being forged. The 
general work of the high school is such that they will be 
better fitted for the walks of life and the school will cer- 
tainly do much to enlighten the home—a deserved good 
word from those who have received its benefits is very bene- 
ficial in building up a school. | 


In schools where the grades are undivided and where there 
are six to eight grades, it is a burdensome task for teachers 
to distribute justice equally. They cannot give undue atten- 
tion to one class to the neglect of others and at the same 
time obtain good results. Every means should be taken to 
encourage and help the teachers. Parents and friends of 
the pupils are very cordially invited to visit and inspect the 
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work of our schools—parents especially owe it to their 
children to familiarize themselves with the place where they 
spend so much of their time. 


Compulsory Supervision. 

I think I may say we are in sympathy with the senti- 
ment which has placed upon our statutes a law which marks 
such an advance in educational interests. The awakening of 
a desire to accomplish something worth while—to distribute 
justice equally—that the child of the remote or rural dis- 
trict may have equal advantages with the child of the vil- 
lage or city schools; also an equalized number of weeks of 
schooling with the system of placing a competent, well quali- 
fied superintendent at the head who has had special train- 
ing and must necessarily make school work a specialty, ard 
cannot be engaged in other work. We believe if the law is 
carried out with its true intent and meaning, much benefit 
will be derived therefrom. 

In compliance with the laws of the last session of the 
Legislature, your School Board, in conjunction with several 
Boards of District No. 39 nominated William H. Buker to 
act in the capacity of superintendent, who was afterwards 
elected by the state; who for the short space of time to get 
familiarized with his duties seems to be working on the right 
lines, and who is not just agoing to; but does DO THINGS. 


‘Transportation 


Transportation problems are perplexing. We have en- 
deavored to solve them, keeping in mind both the financial 
interests of the town and the just claims of those living remote 
from school privileges. 
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TRUANCY—one of the delicate matters with which @ 
School Board has to contend—we have endeavored to enforce 
with firmness, and kindness. However, there has been very 
little truancy. 


We hear it remarked that that which was good enotigh 
a half century ago is good enough today. Old systems are dis- 
appearing, new ones are taking their place, and the time is 
at hand when it is necessary to strive for that which is best, 
to express that spirit of today which must be reckoned with 
to keep in touch with the onward’ march of civilization, The 
strength, and progress of our country depends largely apor 
the education of the masses.. In marked contrast to the time 
when our forefathers first touched upon the shores of Atneri- 
ca three centuries ago, to the present time, the field of edu- 
cation has so broadened and offers up such opporttnities that 
it is possible for most all to sectre an education who de- 
sire to enter the field—not only Center Harbor but the 
country generally. Very generously responds to the call for 
large sums of money which are annually expended for the 
support of schools and the large sums so expended should be 
an incentive to the parents to see that their children receive 
the maximum of education as a preparation for useful, stc- 
cessful, well-balanced lives. : 


We recommend that the District raise the following surns 
for the years 1920, ending Aug. 31st, 1921: 


For the support of schools a $5 tax on the 1920 in- 
ventory for High School tuition $900.00 
For District Officers’ salaries | 200,00. 
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For a six months’ appropriation to meet the ex- 
penses trom Jan, 31st. to Aug. 3lst., 1920 1,800 


The last mentioned appropriation is to make up a de- 
ficiency in accordance with the public statutes.

Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
To the Members of the School Board and Citizens of Center 
Harbor: 

I herewith. submit my first annual report to the School 
Board and Citizens of Center Harbor. I trust that I may 
call to your attention some of the most important events which 
have taken place during my short term of office. 

On March 28, 1919, the New Hampshire legislature 
enacted one of the most progressive educational laws on 
record. I will call to your attention three of the sections 
that directly affect Center Harbor. 

“Each school district in the state shall pay to the state 
treasurer on or before December first in each year, as its share 
of the expense incident to the state wide supervision of the 
public schools, a sum equal to two dollars for each child 
residing in the district who was enrolled in the public schools 
in the last preceding year, and the selectmen shall annually 
assess upon the value of the ratable estate of the district a sum 
sufficient for this purpose. This sum for Center Harbor was 
$162. This will, of course, vary from year to, year.” 

“The selectmen in each town shall assess an annual tax 
of three dollars and fifty cents on each thousand dollars of 
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the value of the ratable estate therein for the support of 
the public schools.” | 


“A standard school as that term is used in this act is 
one (1) maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in each 
year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary building, (3) equipped 
with approved furniture, books, maps and other necessary ap- 
pliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, (5) directed and 
supervised by an approved superintendent, (6) with a suitable 
provision for the care of the health and physical welfare of 
all pupils.” By this section Center Harbor has been obliged 
to increase the length of its school year, purchase extra text- 
books and appliances, repair the village building (the re- 
pairs of the other two buildings are now pending), elect a 
superintendent of schools and a school physician. Dr. IL. 
B. Morrill has been elected as school physician. 


Teachers: | 

Much has been said within the past year concerning the 
teacher shortage. It seems to me that the district should be 
informed on this important question. ‘The latest report of 
the National Education Association states that, ‘There are 
100,000 teaching positions, vacant or filled by teachers be- 
low standard in this country, a 20 per cent decrease of at- 
tendance at normal schools and teacher training schools. ‘There 
are 650,000 teaching positions in the public schools of the 
United States, 35,000 vacancies and 65,000 teachers below 
standard. And the serious part of these facts is that the great- 
est number of these inefficient teachers are found in the rural 
schools. The states and towns that are paying the highest sal- 
aries have the most nearly adequate supply of teachers.” 
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From a report of nineteen superintendents in New 
Hampshire, I have found that 19 per cent of their teachers 
left the profession last year, 27 per cent entered in Septem- 
ber, 1919, and still there was a 14 per cent shortage. There 
are from 70 to 80 schools closed in this state today for lack 
of rural teachers. Six of these superintendents report that 
lower qualifications have been accepted, nineeteen state that 
teachers’ salaries have not increased in proportion to the 
cost of living, eighteen report that prominent young men 
and women are not attracted to teaching as in the past. The 
directors of the Normal Schools state there are only 80 teach- 
ers who will graduate this June and there will be only a pos- 
sible one hundred who will return from other states in the 
fall. Every year, four to five hundred teachers leave the 
profession. Thus, New Hampshire faces a shortage of three 
hundred teachers before Sept. Ist. 

What is the solution? 

(1) The towns and state must provide a wage large 
enough to induce the most promising young men and women 
to the profession, (2) suitable living conditions must be pro- 
vided for our teachers, (3) suitable buildings in which to ! 
teach, (4) a greateryrespect for the profession should again 
reappear, (5) consolidation of many rural schools. 

The present teachers are: Village, Hazel Davis, tyes 
mouth Teachers‘ Course, salary $650; Town House, Marion 
Hubbard, Plymouth Summer School, salary $500; West Cen- 
ter Harbor, Mrs. Elena Smith, State Certificate, salary $576. 

Repairs: 

In August, one of the state deputies of the Department

of Education made, with your superintendent, a general sur- 
vey of the schoolbuildings. After reporting the results of 
this survey to the schoolboard, it was decided to begin at 
once and put the buildings in condition, as far as possi- 
ble, with the limited abount of time that we had. 

The lighting in the village building was changed to 
meet with the regulations sent out by the State Board. ‘This 
meant not only increasing the glass area but painting the 
rooms. And, in order to have an adequate heating system, 
it was decided by the local board that a jacketed stove was 
needed. During the coldest days that we have had, the tem- 
perature has always been normal. The citizens, who have 
not visited this school, should endeavor to do this, for the 
district has a model room. 

As the district rented the smaller room of the village 
building, it was necessary to make several changes in the 
lighting system. The school district will receive $72 per 
year for rental. 

At the West Center Harbor schoolhouse, the superintend- 
ent and the Board did not think it wise to spend a large sum 
_of money in trying to make this building sanitary and satis- 
factory to the school officials of the town and the state. It 
is the personal opinion of your superintendent that this sec- 
tion of the town needs a new building and a different location. 
I recommend that an article be placed in the school warrant 
to see what action the district will take concerning this ques- 
tion. 

It seems to me that the children from the townhouse 
school district should be transported either to the village or 
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to Meredith, if Meredith would admit them, as this town- 
house school building /needs extensive repairing and then 
again, there is no chance for a playground on this lot. 

Transportation; 

H. J. Bryant was secured to transport two pupils to the 
village school. and Elmer Horne to carry the pupils in his 
section of the town to the same school. Pupils residing outside 
of the two-mile limit from any school may be carried if so de- 
sired by the parents. 

School Lunches: 

As many of our pupils are obliged to bring their lunches 
with them, it is desirable that means. be provided the coming. 
year so that all of these pupils may have the chance of a hot 
lunch. At the village school, through the assistance of, the 
Red Cross, this has been done this winter. I wish to thank 
the members of this organization for its excellent co-opera- 
tion. Lacking the room and equipment but little could be 
done at the other schools.
